ABOLITION SOUGHT 


Concord, Dec. 27.—Gradual abolition 


of the grade crossings of the railroads 
in the state, through a law which 
shall compel motorists to pay a sub-

Commissioners to investigate the grade 
crossing -situation convinces him that 
the problem is now very largely a mo- 
tor vehicle problem and that motor- 
ists should help the railroads financial- 
ly to solve it.
